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Think it right to inform the reader that very unexpctedly and 

unſought for an apprehenſion of duty fixed upon my mind to 
write the following Meſſages. I truſt they will appear to the un- 
prejudiced reader conſiſtent with fcripture anq reaſon. Doubtleſs 
there wants a general reformation among mankind in all ſtations 
of life, this every atfEntive obſerver muſt acknowledge, My pre- 
ſent buſineſs is to call upon the principal rulers ſolidly to conſider 
the ground, the foundation of the Miniſters of the Eſtabliſhed 
Church, whether it is of God or of man. The command of the 
holy Emanuel was to his Minifters that as they bad freely recewed 


fieely they were to give; theſe miniſters went forth by divine ap- 


pointment, their truſt was in God, and he richly provided for 
em; and, fo far from compelling any to maintain them, they 
were commanded to leave thoſe that would not receive and hear, 
and to make the duſt off their feet againſt them. | 

Time will not permit me to examine the ground of the law 
that commanded tithes unde the Levitical Diſpenſation, but this 
I will affert, it has no foundation, no authority, either from the 
practice or commands of Chriſt and his Apottles. conſequently 
tithes * originate in another ground, in the Church of Rome ;, by 


This nation was once free from all tithes and other impoſitions of 
that ſort, till antichriſtian prieſteraft (more ſubtle than that of the heathen) 
ſo tar ſeduced. the minds of, weak and ignorant men, prone to ſuperſtition 
and 1dolatsy, that they often gave away to their prieſts the whole or the 
greater part of their {ub{tance (at leaſt on their dying beds) for pretended 
chimericah ſervices ; as praying the departed fouls ot themſelves or friends 
out of a ſuppoſed purgatory, with certain maſſes ; which ſo far prevailed 
in this nation that the legiſlature, fearing the whole lands would in time 
fall into the hands of the clergy, made a law, called the ſtatute of Mortmain, 
as. a means to prevent it, which in ſome degree anſwered the end and clog- 
ged their proceedings; but I do not remember to have ſeen any law by the 
legiſlature of this kingdom for impoſing ot tithgs, or ſa much as for the 
recovering of them or any thing to the prieſts, under the notion of dues, 
until the reign of King Henry VIII. when men's eyes began to be ſo tar 
opened that many refuſed to pay them, as appears, by the preamble of the 
fatutes made for that end in his reign, which eltabliſh the cuſtoms on foot 
in favour of the prieſts for forty years betore (no doubt originally of 
their own beginning and impoſing); theſe ſtatutes, being defective, 
were corroborated by the ſecond ſtatute of Edward VI. ſtill in force. 
By all which it appears that thele men never came fairly and equitably 
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the craft and ſubtlety of the covetous priefts this burthen was laid 
upon the people, and a grievous burthen it has proved ; alſo great 
have been the ſufferings of many precious ſervants of God for their 
teſtimony, which he gave them to bear againſt an hireling miniſtry, 
For the truth of this I refer the reader to the peruſal of the fuf- 
ferings of the people called Quakers;—It may with ſorrow be ac- 
knowledged that many who go under that name in the preſent age 
have cowardly turred their backs in the day of battle, baulked that 
teſtimony which their noble anceſtors bore in the heat of the da 
of violent perſecution for the cauſe of truth. By the favourable in- 
terpoſition of the Almighty the churches have been favoured by 
thofe that fit at the helm of government, yet the root of perſe- 
cution (tithes“) remains. The time is come for the axe to be 
laid to the root of every evil tree that bringeth not forth good 
fruit, which muſt be cut down; the good — rh is taking a 
view of his plantation, his command 1s to his ſervants—plough yp 
the fallow ground, ſow no longer among thorns, that the earth 
may be prepared to receive the heavenly ſeed, that the noble plants 
of the Lord's right-hand planting may take deep root, and bear 
fruit to the praiſe of him who is worthy for evermore.

IVE audience, O King, and receive the meſſage which the

thy own ſervants, miniſters and embaſladors, and to appoint them 
their office, and to whatever ſervice is conſiſtent with thy own 
will and pleaſure. My maſter, the King of Kings, has reſerved 


unto himſelf this power of election and appointment of his ſer- 


vants, miniſters and embaſſadors, conſiſtent with his holy will and 
wiſdom and the good order and government of his heavenly king- 
dom.

and rebelled againſt the laws of thy kingdom and order of thy 


government? Would this appear unto thee a light matter, O King, 
for theſe impoſtors to force themſelves into thy preſence and take 
a ſolemn oath that thou, by thy power, will and wiſdom haſt put 
them into office and appointed them unto this ſervice, and take 
upon them to ſpeak in thy name; yet from thy own certain 
knowledge theſe men were ſtrangers unto thee, that they were 


impoſtors and dogeivers, and that they ſought not thy honour and 


the welfare of thy kingdom, but their own honour, eaſe and inte 
reſt, and by feigned words and ſpecious appearances deceive the 
ſimple, and under ſpecious pretences take upon themſelves the 
office of leaders unto thy children and ſubjects? Would this ap- 
pear a light matter unto thee, O King, to behold theſe deceivers, 
theſe impoſtors, theſe blind leaders, to lead thouſands of thy ſub- 
jects into the pit of deluſion and deſtruction ? And would it appear 
unto thee a light matter, O King, for any man or ſet of men 5 
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thy dominion? to make laws, and by the authority of theſe laws 
theſe deceivers and impoſtors, as before deſcribed, compel thy 
children to maintain them, as thy miniſters and embaſladors, in 
a ſtate of pomp and idleneſs ?—What what would'ſt thou, 
O King, do in this matter with fuch men, who under feigned and 
falſe pretences call themſelves, and folemnly ſwear+ they are called 
and ſent by thee, to ſpeak in thy name, although thou haſt not ſpo- 
ken unto or owned them, knowing they are the greateſt enemies to 
thyſelf, children, people and government. 

Solidly attend, O King, unto the meſſage my great Lord and 
good maſter has given me in commiſſion to communicate unto 
- thee, and render that honour which is due unto him, and no longer 

chuſe ſervants, miniſters and embaſſadors for the King of Kings, 
the Lord of Lords; leave this unto his choice, election, will and 
wiſdom; it is by the ſervants and miniſters of his own choice and 
appointment he will exalt the honour and glory of his kingdom, 
by thoſe that he calls and qualifies, and ſends forth under the in- 
fluence of his heavenly wiſdom and power; the miniſters and em- 
baſſadors of the Lord of Hoſts are noblemen clothed with holy, 
pure veſtments of innocence and integrity; truth is as a ſtar upon 
their breaſts, ſhining with luſtre and great brightneſs, they ar- 
pear not in earthly pomp, greatneſs and grandeur, but in heavenly

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thieves and robbers; thoſe are the falſe prophets which the Son of 
God foretold ſhould come in his name and deceive many, many 
are the idle ſhepherds that feed themſelves, but feed not with 
heavenly food the flock of God. The controverſy of my Lord and 
maſter is with theſe men, made miniſters, theſe hireling teachers, 
who are in the ſame ſpirit as thoſe of whom the prophet writes 
4 The word of the Lord came unto me ſaying, ſon of man pro- 
phecy againſt the prophets of Ifrae! that prophecy out of their own 
hearts; hear ye the word of the Lord, thus ſaith the Lord God, 
woe unto the falſe prophets that follow their own (not the Lord's) 
ſpirit, and have ſeen nothing.“ Theſe hireling teachers of the 
Iiraelitifh eſtabliſhed church were likened unto foxes in the deſert, 
and who had not gone up into the gaps, neither mended the hedges, 
for the houſe of Iſrael to ſtand in the day of battle, in the day of 
the Lord; they have ſeen vanity and lying divinations, 
faying, the Lord ſaith, yet he declares he hath not ſent them, nei- 
ther ſpoken unto them. The Lord ſaid, my band ſhall be upon 
the prophets that ſee vanity, that divine lies, they ſeduced the peo- 
ple, ſaying peace, when there was no peace; it is by the heavenly 
light that ſhineth from the throne of the glory of the Lord of Hoſts 
that diſcovered the ſtates of thoſe that preach for hire and divine 
for money, that ſeek their gain from their quarter, that prepare war 
againſt thoſe that put not into their mouths, theſe appear in ſheep's 
clothing, but inwardly are ravening wolves; the tree is to be 
known by its fruits. My foul is clothed with holy zeal ſor the 
honor and glory of the King of Kings, and in his name I declare 
theſe are-impoſtors, and not his ſervants, miniſters and embaſſadors, 
they are the greateſt enemies to his heavenly kingdom and have 
dethroned the Prince of Peace and exalted themſelves, taking up- 
on them the government of the church, called the church of God. 
In the reign of King Charles the Firſt, the Lord, my maſter, 
raiſed up by his almighty. power a people,* gave them a com- 
miſſion to declare war in his name againſt ſpiritual wickedneſs in 
high places, againſt an Antichriſt an hireling miniſtry, and againſt 
zhe Antichriſtian yoke of tythes ; theſe were as an army with ban- 
ners terrible unto the workers of iniquity ; the Lord of hoſts was

meſſage my maſter has given me in commiſſion to commu- 
nicate unto you. Looſe the bonds of wickedneſs, break every 
yoke, deliver the oppreſſed out of the hands of the ſpoiler ; remove 
the heavy burthen of tithes, make null and void all thoſe ecclefiaſti= 
cal ſtatutes and decrees, laws and impoſitions, made and laid upon the 
people in the night of popery, in the dark night of apoſtacy, where- 
in the hearts of the children of men were turned from God ; give 
no longer power unto the merchants of Babylon, the hireling mi- 
niſters of Antichriſt, over the fruits of the labour of the induſtrious 
huſbandman ; no longer compel by law the inhabitants of this 
land to maintain a claſs of men, as miniſters of the Lord of Hoſts, 
when he hath not fent them, whom he doth not own, unto whom 
he hath not given commiſſion or authority to ſpeak in his name. 
From this ground many evils have ariſen, both in the temporal 
and ſpiritual ſtate of the people.

In what ſtate are the numerous flocks of 
ſheep and of lambs ? Have you been faithful unto your lord in the 
choice and appointment of thoſe ſervants whoſe buſineſs it is to 
feed and inſtruct the tender babes? Once more I call upon you, 
left you ſhould be dull of hearing. What is the ſtate of the family 
and flock of God over whom you haye taken the government and 
direction? Have you been faithful unto him in the choice of faith- 
ful ſhepherds over the flocks of ſheep and of the lambs of his hea- 
venly fold? You that are men of underſtanding are careful in 
chuſing men of integrity and of clean hands to inſtruct your chil. 
dren and to inſtil into their tender minds principles of virtue, that 
they may be qualified to fill up their ſtations in life with reputation 
That which is natural correſponds to that which is ſpiritual, 
What is the cauſe of the miſerable ſtate and condition of (thoſe 
called) the children of the Lord, that there is no ſoundnels in 
them, full of wounds and putrifying ſores ? What is the cauſe of 
their numbneſs, their ſtupidity, their blindneſs and captivity, bound 
in chains in a ſtrange land? I have beheld the afflicted, diſtreſſed 
Kate of my children, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts; I have beard their 
bitter mournings, their cry is come up before me, and I am come 
down to deliver them, and will deliver them out of the hands of 
their oppreſſors, out of the hands of their cruel, hard-hearted taſk 
maſters, that you have placed over them; I have raiſed up my ſer- 
vant and ſent him this day to expoſtulate with you, who have taken 
upon you this care and protection of my family, ſaith the Lord. 
You men of underſtanding, judge, I pray you, between me and my 
ſtewards; behold the aMicted, mournful ſtate of my tender babes, 
and ſ»)idly conſider the cauſe from whence their affliction ariſes, 
Is it their ignorant teachers that have cauſed them to err, is it their 
blind leaders tnat have ſeduced and led them in the paths of error 
and ſtrong deluſion ? I appeal unto you that are judges of the peo- 
ple in this land; judge ye, I pray you, between me and my ſtew- 
ards { thoſe that are in authority) and thoſe whom they have af. 
pointed to feed and inſtruct my tender offspring; judge ye them 
by their fruits, by their conduct; judge ye their conduct by the 
ſtate of the flocks of my heavenly fold. I will ſtate my cafe and 
plead my cauſe. Theſe ſhepherds have fed themſelves. Should 
not the ſhepherd have fed the flock ? They eat the fat, and cloath 
themſelves with the wool, but feed not the flock ; the diſeaſed have 
they not ſtrengthened, neither healed that which was fick, nor 
bound up that which was broken, neither brought back that which 
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was driven away, neither have they ſought out that which was 
loſt, but with force and cruelty have they ruled over them and the 
are ſcattered and become a prey to every beaſt of the field; my 
ſheep wander through all the barren mountains and upon every * 
deſolate hill, yea my flock are fcattered upon all the face of the 
earth, and none of theſe idle ſhepherds ſearch or ſeek after 
them. Shall not the the judge of all the earth do right; and ren- 
der unto every man according unto his his works? Let a ſolid 
confideration take place in your minds, and admit of ray of hea- 
venly light to ſhine into your underſtandings, that you may know 
and ſee the very ſtate and condition of thoſe you have chofen and 
appointed as miniſters unto and as ſhepherds over the flock. 
Would you chuſe blind and ignorant, hard-hearted and mercileſs 
men to feed and inſtruct your own children? Would you chuſe 
careleſs hard-hearted and indolent men for ſhepherds over your 
flocks? Nay, nay, would you not take your little ones and your 
ſheep and lambs out of the hands of thoſe who appear in ſheep's 
clothing, but inwardly are ravening wolves ? Hear ye the word of 
the Lord. Thus ſaith the Lord God: Behold, I am againf the 
ſhepherds that you have choſen and appointed over my flocks, and 
I will require my flocks at their hands, and cauſe them to ceaſe

ſhould meet with or entertainment I ſhould receive at your hands 
[ was diſobedient to the heavenly viſion; my great Lord and 
good maſter hid his face from me for a ſeaſon, I walked in dark- 
neſs and ſaw no light; this cauſed me to mourn before him whoſe 
penetrating eye beholds the ſecret receſs of every heart; my foul 
was by his power made to become as paſſive clay in the hands of 
the heavenly potter, who formed me according to his own good 
pleaſure and brought me into a ſtate of humble reſignation unto his 
holy will, whatever he in his wiſdom might permit me to ſuffer 
for the teſtimony he gave me to bear among you for the cauſe of 
truth and exaltation of his great and adorable name: life, li- 
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berty and property are at his diſpoſal, not mine; but the divine 
will be done. It is from a beam of light that flows from the 
throne of glory that the eye of my underſtanding has been opened 
to behoid the inward ſtate of the falſe prophets, the miniſters of 
Antichriſt, the merchants of Babylon, under the various names, 
and the great, yea the very great and many evils the children 
of men have brought upon themſelves, in forſaking the living God, 
the fountain of light and of wiſdom, the fountain of living waters, 
and hewn to themſelves ciſterns, broken ciſterns, that will hold 
no water, rejecting the Lord and chufing man to be their law- 
giver, leader and teacher.

The Lord hath poured out upon you the 
ſpirit of deep ſleep, he hath cloſed your eyes, ye rulers, and the falſe 
prophets and the ſeers he hath covered with a cloud, in his anger. 
Behold, ſaith the Lord, I will proceed to do a marvellous work 
among this people, even a marvellous work and a wonder; for the 
wiſdom of the earthly wiſe man ſhall periſh, and the underſtanding 
of the prudent man ſhall be hid; woe to them that ſeek deep to 
hide their counſel from the Lord aud whoſe works are in the dark- 
neſs, and that fay—who ſeeth us ?+ The penetrating. eye of the 
Almighty ſeeth the ſecrets of the hearts of the ſons of men, unto 
whom his word is—proclaim woe unto the. rebellious children 
that take counſel and not of me, that cover themſelves and not 
with my ſpirit, that they may add fin to fin, Give audience you 
that are in authority and underſtand the ground of the controverfy 
of my maſter, the King of Kings, with you: You have not taken 


counſel 
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counſel of him in the choice and appointment of thoſe unto whom 
you have given the title of his miniſters, neither have theſe covered 
themſelves with his ſpirit. The Lord ſtandeth up to plead, and to 
judge the people, the Lord will enter into judgement with the 
ancients of the people and the princes thereof, for ye have eaten 
up the vineyard, the ſpoil of the poor is in your houſes. What 
mean ye that ye beat my people to pieces and grind the faces of 
the poor, faith the Lord God of Hoſts.—The trumpet ſoundeth 
long—awake, awake, ye rulers, prepare to meet the Lord in the 
way of his judgements, which are very near, and read the ſcrip- 
tures, and there you will find when the inhabitants of the various 
nations had filled up the meaſure of their iniquity the King of Kings 
viſited them with a rod in his anger. National fins awaken and 
draw down temporal puniſhments; this will thoſe men of under- 


ſtanding among you acknowledge, this is evidently demonſtrated ; 


in like manner ſpiritual wickedneſs awaketh and draweth down 
the ſpiritual plagues which reſt upon the heads of thoſe ſpiritual 
idolaters who are departed in heart from the living God, who 
have given up themſelves to work wickedneſs in his holy fight. 

The Lord hath fulfilled the viſion which he ſhowed unto his 
ſervant John ſhould come to paſs. *] heard a great voice out of 
the temple, ſaying to the ſeven Angels, go your ways and pour out 
the vials of the wrath of God upon the earth. And the firſt went 
and poured out his vial upon the earth, and there fell a grievous 
fore upon the men who had the mark of the beaſts in their ſore- 
heads, and upon them which worſhipped his image.” 

It is very evident that ſpiritual idolatry was the ground, the 
cauſe, that drew down the wrath of God upon the inhabitants, 
thoſe men which had received the mark of the beaſt (the Devil) 
and that worſhipped his image, the proud ſpirit of unenlightened 
men, that hath exalted itſelf in the temple (in the church); this 
ſpirit is Antichriſt, that covers himſelf under the name, calling 
himſelf the miniſter of Chriſt, exalting himſelf in his own wiſdom 
above Chriſt, the wiſdom and power of God.—And the ſecond 
Angel poured out his vial upon the ſea, and it became as the blood 
of a dead man, and every living ſoul died in the ſea, And the 
third Angel poured out his vial upon the rivers and fountains of 
water, and they became blood. —Every beam of heavenly light, 
every truth revealed, is a vial of wrath poured out upon Babylon, 
The Lord hath revealed unto his ſervants. The ſea, the rivers, 
the fountains of water of the kingdom of Babylon, are as the blood 
of a dead man. All the forms and ceremonies, and all that which 
is called worſhip, which man hath ordained in his own will and 
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wiſdom, and all the doctrines that are preached in the will, in the 
wiſdom and in the ſpirit of unconverted, unenlightened man, and 
not in the will and wiſdom and under the immediate influence of 
the power and ſpirit of God, is ſpiritual death to all thole that 
drink thereof; this is the portion of all thoſe that reject the Lord, 
that refuſe to drink of the ſtream. of that pure river that proceeds 

from the throne of his glory, the inexhauſtible fountain of wiſdom, 
light and love.—And the fourth Angel poured out his vial upon 
the ſun, and power was given unto him to ſearch men with fire. — 
As the light of the ſun of the natural world darkens all other lights, 
in like manner the divine light of the heavenly ſun darkens, that 
is, diſcovereth the darkneſs of Antichriſt's kingdom, diſcovereth the 
darkneſs of the ſpirits of the falſe prophets, the miniſters of Anti- 
chriſt, and the darkneſs of the ſpirits of the whole kingdom of 
Babylon. The light of divine wiſdom diſcovereth the darkneſs 
of human wiſdom in thoſe myſteries that belong to the kingdom of 
God. —The following viſion is this day fulfilled :=And the fifth 
Angel poured out his vial upon the feat of the beaſt, and his 
kingdom was full of darkneſs.—It is by a ray of heavenly light that 
the eye of the underſtandings of the Lord's miniſters is en- 
lightened to ſee the great darkneſs that fills the kingdom of the 
beaſt, This vial of the wrath of God is poured upon the ſeat of the 
beaſt, upon thoſe earthly powers that haye been the ſupport, the 
foundation of the church of Antichriſt, under the figure of a woman 
fitting upon a ſcarlet-coloured beaſt. The time is come, divine 
light is ſtreaming forth ro enlighten the underſtanding of the chief 
magiſtrates, the rulers; whereby they behold the evil tendency, 
the evil conſequence of thoſe laws by which the hireling miniſters 
of Antichriſt have been ſupported, which have proyed the foundation 
of great woe and miſery to many nations, both in church and ſtate, 
—Bring it home ye rulers, and lay it to heart, conſider the preſent 
miſerable ſtate of the political body, from the ſole of the foot even to 
the crown of the head, there is no ſoundneſs in it; conſider the miſe- 
rable ſtate of the church, the body ſpiritual, it is full of wounds 
and bruiſes and putrifying ſores; fur the hurt of the daughter of 
my people I am black, aſtoniſhment hath taken hold upon me, 
Is there no balm in Gilead ? Is there no phyſician? Why then is 
not the health of the daughter of my people recovered ? 

Examine the ground, ye wiſe men, ſearch out the cauſe, ye 
men of underſtanding, from whence the great wickedneſs of the 
profeſſors of Chriſtianity ariſe as a dark cloud that hinders the 
heavenly influence of the beams of the Son of Righteouſneſs to 
ſhine, to enlighten, and to heal our malady. It is your ſins that 
have made a ſcparation between you and your God, and vour iniqui- 
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ties that hide good things from you. Thy prophets have ſeen 
vain and fooliſh things for thee, O England | and they have not 
diſcovered to thee thine iniquity, to turn away thy captivity, but 
have ſeen for thee falſe burthens, and cauſes of baniſhment from 
the preſence of God and his holy angels. O ye rulers, ſearch the 
ancient records (the ſcriptures) wherein you may ſee as in a glaſs 
the ſtate and condition of the falſe prophets, the miniſters of the 
eſtabliſhed church, againit whom the Lord raiſed up by his mighty 
power ſervants, and gave them commiſſion to bear teſtimony in his 
name, ſaying, the prophet and prieſt are profane; yea, in my 
houſe have I tound their wickedneſs, ſaith the Lord, wherefore 
their way ſhall be unto them as flippery ways, in the darkneſs 
they ſhall be deceived and fall therein, for I will bting evil upon 
them, even in the year of viſitation, faith the Lorgd the ſtrangers 
alſo, the evil doers, that know and do not return from their wick. 
neſz, they all of them are unto me as Sodom and Gomorrah.“ 
Bring this matter home ye rulers, put you on ſack-cloth and 
mourn and weep bitterly, for the great wickedneſs, the great abq- 
minations that are committed by the inhabitants of this land ; for 
becauſe of ſwearing the land mourneth ; how do horrible devils 
in human form walk in our ſtreets, belching forth oaths and 
blaſpheming the moſt ſacred name of the Lord God of Hoſts, 
This was the ground. of many evils in that day, the falſe pro- 
phets that ſtood not in the council of the Lord to turn the peo- 
ple from the evil of their ways, theſe prophets prophecy lies, yea 
they are prophets of the deceit of their own hearts. I am againſt 
the prophets, ſaith the Lord, that {teal my words, every one from 
their neighbour. The anger of the Holy One of Iſrael was 
kindled againſt the inhabitants of Jeruſalem, by reaſon of the de- 
ceit and wickedneſs of their prophets, and the people that re- 
ceived and ſupported them; he declared by his ſervant, —behold, 
I, even I, will utterly forſake you and the city that I gave you and 
your fathers, and caſt you out of my preſence, and I will bring an 
everlaſting reproach upon you, and a perpetual ſhame which ſhall 
not be forgotten, The command of the Lord is gone forth, ſet 
ye up the ſtandard in the land, blow the trumpet among the na- 
tions, prepare the nations againſt Babylon, call together the king- 
doms, appoint a Captain againſt her. My maſter, the King of 
Kings, is fulfilling his word this day againſt (ſpiritual) Babylon, 
he is raiſing up the ſpirit of the prophete, reviving their living teſ- 
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timony againſt the workers of iniquity ; the land ſhall tremble, 
for every purpoſe of the Lord ſhall be performed to make the land 
of Babylon a deſert without inhabitants. O thou that dwelleſt 
upon mary waters, abundant in treaſures, thy'end is come and the 
meaſure of thy covetouſneſs. 

The Lord hath opened his armory and hath brought forth the 
weapons of his indignation, for this is the work of the Lord God 
of Hoſts in the land of the Chaldeans, Behold a people 
ſhal! come from the north, and a great nation; many kings ſhall be 
raiſed up from the coaſts of the earth. —My maſter, the King of 


Kings. hath revealed unto his ſervants his holy purpoſe* concern- 


ing the deſtruction of Babylon, the falſe church, whoſe foundation 
lies in hypocriſy, error, ſpiritual darkneſs and deluſion. A ſword 
is upon the Chaldeans faith the Lord (upon the ſpiritual ſorcerers 
by whom all nations have been deceived), and upon the inhabi— 


tants of Babylon, upon her princes and upon her wiſe men; be 


awakened, ye rulers, a ſound of battle is in the land and of great 
deſtruCtion ; at the noife of taking Babylon the earth is moved and 
the cry is heard among the nations ; prepare againſt her the na- 
tions, with the Kings of the Medes, to make the land of Babylon 
a deſolation without inhabitants.*— This is the heavenly call, flee 
out of the midſt of Babylon and deliver every man his ſoul ; be 
not cut off in her iniquity, for this' is the time of the Lord's ven- 
geance, he will render unto her a recompence; therefore behold 
the day is come that I will do judgement upon the graven images 
of Babylon, and her whole land ſhall be confounded and all her 
ſlain ſhall fall in the midſt of her; then the Heaven and the Earth 
and all that is therein ſhall fing for Babylon, for the ſpoilers ſhall 
come unto her from the north, ſaith the Lord, though Babylon 
ſnould mount up to Heaven (in her imagination), and though ſhe 
ſhould fortify (by the arm of fleſh) the height of her ſtrength, yet 
from me ſhall ſpoilers come unto her, faith the Lord. Heaven 
and Earth may paſs away, but every word of my maſter, the Lord 
of Lords, ſhall be fulfilled. Various are the diſpenſations of di- 
vine wiſdom ; my ſoul is dipt into a deep ſenſe of the great dark- 
neſs that hath long covered the underſtandings of the children of 
men, becauſe of their rebellion againſt the King of Heaven, and his 
divine laws and holy commandments ; from this ground innume- 
rable evils have ariſen ; this is the effect; for man's diſobedience to 
the holy commandment the ground was curſed, in ſorrow man was 


to 
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to eat thereof; here lies the ground of affliction, woe and miſery, 

man rebelling and ſeparating himſelf from Cod, plunging himſelf 

into the abyſs, into the centre of the kingdom of darkneſs, Pride, 

diſobedience and rebellion againſt the revealed will of the Moſt 

High God was the door whereby ſpiritual death and darkneſs en- 

tered into the world ; humility, ſubmiſſion, reſignation and obe- * 
dience unto the manifeſtations of the divine will to man is the 

door by which heavenly life entered into the immortal ſoul, and is 

the divine light whereby the eye of the underſtanding is enlight- 

ened. As man abides in this light that proceeds from God, the 

fountain of light, he becomes a child of God, a ſon of the morn- 

ing light, is as a ſtar in the firmament, and as he abideth and mo- 

veth in the heavenly orb of righteouſneſs, ſhining in the glory of 
his Heavenly Father, he is as a light in a dark world, as a city ſet 

upon a hill that cannot be hid: Theſe are the ſalt of the earth by 

which it is preſerved from total corruption. 

I do not addreſs you that are in authority in the language of a 
ſervant of an earthly prince, but in the language and after the 
manner of the ſervants, miniſters and embaſſadors of the King of 
Kings unto the rulers among the people in former ages. Thus 
ſaith the Lord God, go down to the King of Judah and ſpeak to 
him, and ſay—thus faith the Lord, hear O King of Judah that 
ſitteth upon the throne of David, thou and thy ſervants and thy 
people that enter in by theſe gates, thus ſaith the Lord, execute 
ye judgement and righteouſneſs and deliver the ſpoiled out of the 
hands of the oppreſſer, and do no wrong, or violence to the ſtranger, 
the tatherleſs, nor the widow, neither ſhed innocent blood in this 
place ; but if ye will not hear theſe words, I ſwear by myſelf, ſaith 
the Lord, that this houſe ſhall become a deſolation.“ It is for this 
purpoſe my great Lord and good maſter hath put it in my heart to 
pay the Miniſters of State and the Members of both Houſes of 
Parliament this public and religious viſit, to declare, to make known 
unto you what it is he requires at your hands. Execute ye judge- 
ment and righteouſneſs conſiſtent with the righteous laws of Gud, 
and deliver the ſpoiled out of the hand of the oppreſſor.—Ere I take 
my leave, I once more call upon you, in the name of the. Lord of 
Lords: Make null and void all eccleſiaſtical laws and decrees, 
ſtatutes and impoſitions made and laid upon the people in the dark 
night of popery, in the dark night of apoſtacy. This was and is the 
voice of him that ſpeaks from Heaven :—Woe unto them that de- 
cree (and that execute) unrighteous decrees, and that write griev- 


dufſneſs, 
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duſneſs, which they have preſcribed to turn aſide the needy from 
judgement, and take away the right from the poor of my people, 
that widows may be their prey. aud that they may rob the father- 
tek. What will ye do in the day of viſitation and in the deſolation 
which will come from far? To whom will ye cry for help, and 
where will ye leave your glory?“ SanQiify the Lord of Hoſts himfeif 
and let him be your fear and your dread ; hear and obey his word 
that is ſent amongſt you this day; take away, remove the heay 


burthen of tithes, make null and void all thoſe unjuſt Jaws that 


give power unto the merchants of Babylon, the hireling minifters 
of Antichriſt, over the property of others 4 from this ground in- 
numerable evils have arifen, this has been the foundation of great 
perſecution againſt many precious ſervants of the Moſt High Gud, 
for their faithful teſtimony againſt theſe hireling teache*s, who, 
thro' covetonſneſs, with feigned words, make merchandiſe of the 
facred writings and exerciſe lordſhip over the heritage of God; it is 
from this ground great ſpiritual darkneſs hath ariſen, whereby the 
light of the heavenly fun hath been darkened and its holy power 
and influence interrupted. 

The Lord of Lords revealed unto his ſervant this preſent diſ- 
penſation. And the fifth Ange] ſounded (a miniſter of Cyriſt pub- 
hſhing goſpel truths, in ick is light), and John ſaw a ſtar fall 
from Heaven uato the Earth (a figute of the inward ſtate of the 
falſe prophets, the miniſters of Antichriſt, under every name) and 
to him was given the key of the bottomleſs pit (the evil fpirit that 
poſſeſſes thele ſpiritual ſorceries hath power to penetrate to the 
centre of iis own kingdom, to form and transform itſelf into any 
appearance, whereby it may bewitch, ſeduce and deceiye thoſe 
whoſe habitation is in the kingdom of darkneſs), and he opened 
the bottomleſs pit and there aroſe a ſmoke out of the pit, and there 
came out of the ſmoke locuſts upon the earth. The locuſts which 
the Lord brought upon the land of Egypt, as a puniſhment for its 
cruel hard-hearted inhabitants was a type of theſe ſpiritual locuſts, 
And the locuſts went up over all the land of Egypt, and reſted in 
all the coaſts of Egypt, very grievous were they, for they covered 
the whole earth, ſo that the land was darkened and they did eat 
every herb of the land and all the fruit of the trees which the hail 
had left, and there remained not any green thing on the trees or 
in the fielde nor any herb throughout the land of Egypt.+ 
_ Admit a ray of heavenly light to ſhine into your hearts, where- 
by your underſtandings may be enlightened, O ye rulers among 


the 
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che people in this highly favoured land; in this divine light ye 
will clearly diſcover the inward ſtate of thoſe teachers that ye have 
taken unto yourſelves, having itching ears, ever learning, yet by 
them never able to attain unto the knowledge of the truth : as the 
ſwarms of locuſts brought darkneſs over the land of Egypt, in like 
manner theſe ſpiritual locuſts have brought ſpiritual darkneſs over 
this land ; unto them was given power, as the ſcorpions of the 
earth have power, and their power was to hurt men five months, 
a limited time. 

The trumpet ſounded, behold a whirlwind of the Lord is gone 
forth in fury, even a grievous whirlwind ; it ſhall fall grievouſly 
upon the head of the wicked, the anger of the Lord ſhall not re- 
turn until he has executed, and till he has performed, the thoughts 
of his heart in the latter days. Ye ſhall conſider perfectly (this is 
the word of the Lord concerning thoſe you have choſen for miniſ- 
ters) I have not ſent theſe prophets, yet they run; I have not 
ſpoken unto them, yet they prophecy ; but if they had ſtood in my 
council, and cauſed my people to hear my words, then they ſhould 
have turned them from their eyil way, and from the evil of their 
doings. 
| Solidly conſider, ye rulers, and pray 'unto the Moſt High to 
ſend forth light and truth to enlighten your underſtandings, where- 
by you may clearly underſtand and diſcover the ground and the evil 
conſequence of a corrupt miniſtry. Read the laws and ſtatutes of 
the King of Glory (the ſcriptures) where you will find recorded 
many living teſtimonies againſt the falſe prophets, whom the mi- 
niſters and embaſſadors of the King of Kings have deſcribed, under 
various characters, as idle ſhepherds, who fleece, but feed not the 
flock with heavenly food; as wolves, in ſheep's clothing, whoſe 
nature is to worry the lambs of the heavenly fold; as locuſts, that 
eat up every green herb, and that bring darkneſs upon the face of 
the earth; as ſerpents, that ſting with their tails; as ſorcerers, that 
bewitch, ſeduce and deceive the people; as ſpiritual thieves and 
robbers, that enter not into the church by the door, nor into 
the work of the miniſtry under the influence and by the inſpi- 
ration of the ſpirit of wiſdom, light and love; theſe falſe pro- 
phets, miniſters of Antichriſt, are likened unto fruitleſs trees, 
wells without water, clouds without (heavenly) rain, for whom 
is reſerved the blackneſs and darkneſs; theſe are likened unto 
whited walls, painted ſepulchres, fair without, within full of rot- 
tenneſs and dead men's bones, in whom is neither ſpiritual life or 
moiſture ; theſe are a ftink in the noſtrils of the Lord of Lords; 
again, theſe are as dark ſtars, that interrupt the light and pure in- 
fluence of the beams of the heavenly ſun from ſhining upon the 


creation; 
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creation; theſe wandering ſtars, that move not in the orb of di- 
vine wiſdom, by their malignant influence infect and poiſon the air, 
which operateth powerfully upon all thoſe that breathe therein; 
again, they are truly called blind leaders of the blind; theſe, 


inſtead of being way marks to Mount Sion, are as ſtumbling 


blocks, that neither enter the kingdom of God themſelves or ſuffer 
thoſe that would; by their fruits they are to be known; this 
is the criterion by which they are to be judged and made manifeſt; 
it is divine light that manifeſts the ſecret workings of the power of 
darkneſs, under every form and ſpecious appearance. The day 
ſpring from on high hath viſited us, divine light hath broke forth 
out of obſcurity. Ariſe, Sion, and ſhine, for thy light is come and 
the glory of the Lord is ariſen upon thee; be ye lifted up ye ever- 
laſting doors and let the King of Glory come in; the tabernacle of 
God is with men and he will dwell with them; I will be their fa- 
ther and they ſhall be my ſons and daughters, ſaith the Lord of 
Hoſts. Ariſe, ariſe, O ye that are in authority, and put ye on 
the garments of heavenly light and wiſdom, ſet about this noble 
work of reformation, Jay the axe to the root of an evil and cor- 
rupt miniſtry, and no longer exalt yorſelves againſt the power and 
government of the Son of God, in his church; all power is given 
unto him both in heaven and in earth, he is come to take upon 


Himſelf his great power and to rule and reign, whoſe right it is; 


his command is gone forth, blow the trumpet, ſound an alarm, 
proclaim the mighty day of the Lord that is at hand, ſet up the 
royal ſtandard of the King of Kings; the command is gone forth to 
the heavenly heralds to proclaim war in their maſter's name againſt 
ſpiritual wickedneſs in high places, againſt the high places of 
Baal, againſt all idolatrous prieſts and the worſhippers of the beaſt 
and his image ; who receives his mark in his forehead or in his 


hand, the ſame ſhall drink of the wine of the wrath of God, which 


is poured out without mixture, into the cup of his indignation, 
and he ſhall be tormented with fire and briniſtone, in the pre- 
ſence of the holy Angels and in the preſence of the Lamb, and the 
ſmoke of their torment aſcends up for ever and ever, and they have 
no reſt day nor night. [Revelation C. 15—9, 10 and 11, J.] 
To conclude. I have, in childlike ſimplicity, in the innocency 
and integrity of my heart, laboured to diſcharge my duty, as it 
appeared to be required at my hands, in writing, publiſhing and 
delivering this meſſage, under the influence of diſintereſted love, 
ſeeking not my own eaſe or intereſt, but the honour and exaltation 
of tne power, wiſdom and glory of the kingdom of my great Lord 
nd good maſter. the King of Kings, to whole divine protection and 


e the guidance of his pure wiſdom I leave you. FAREWELL.

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mighty God, the everlaſting Father, the Prince of Peace, of whoſe 


reign and government there ſhall be no end. It is in his name, 
under the influence of his good ſpirit, I am conſtrained to viſit you 
in chis public manner. Give ear, O King, and ye Princes, ye Mi. 
niſters of State, ye Members of both Houſes of Parliament, re- 
ceive the meſſage my great Lord and good maſter has given me to 
deliver unto you; looſe the bonds of wickedneſs, undo the heay 
burthens, let the oppreſſed go free, proclaim liberty to the African 
captives, keep them no longer in ſlavery, let them be as hired ſer- 
vants, let them be treated in wercy, in renderneſs, and they will 
multiply and increaſe, you need not fear; the government will 
not ſuffer by exerciſing loving kindneſs, judgement and righteouſ- 
neſs in the earth, for in theſe things I delight, faith the Lord. 

Remember the command of the Lord unto Pharaoh, King of 
Egypt, by his ſervants Moſes and Aaron. Thus faith the Lord 
God of Ifreal, let my people go, that they may hold a feaſt for me 
in the wilderneſs, Let not your language be like unto this hard- 
hearted king's: Who is the Lord that | ſhould obey his voice to 
let Iſrael go free? I know not the Lord, neither will I let Iſrael 
go. Remember the mighty works of the Almighty, and the 
judgements that he brought upon both the king and his ſubjects, 
and by a mighty hand and an outſtretched arm brought the captives 
from under the power, from under the hands of their cruel, hard- 
hearted traſkmaſters. The arm of the Lord is not ſhortened that 
he cannot fave, neither is his ear grown heavy that he cannot hear; 
he hears the cries of the poor captives, their prayers have-penetra- 
ted thro? the thick clouds into the ears of the Lord God of Sab- 
bath, and he is come down to deliver them. I fay again it has 
been the moving of the ſpirit of God upon the face of the great 
deep, upon the waters, that has commanded light, in which light 
the wickednefs of this traffic is diſcovered and condemned. It is 
divine light that diſcovers the works of darkneſs and maketh mani- 
feſt the doing of the inhabitants of the internal regions. For what 
elſe can thefe horrible monſters in human ſhape be that aMict, that 
eruelly torment thouſands of innocent mortals that fall into their 
hands; which, however allowed by the laws of man, yet is en- 
tirely repugnant to the laws of God, to the {ſtatutes and judgements 
of the Almighty. 

Do thou, O King, ariſe and exerciſe mercy towards theſe cap- 
tives that are in diſtreſs, as the Lord aroſe for thy help in the time 
of need, as the Lord was good and gracious unto thee and del 
vered thee when thou didft cry unto him; be thou merciful and 
gracious unto theſe helpleſs, bowed-down fouls; it will tend to 
thy honor and peace and conſolation in the day of thy diſtreſs,

when thou call upon him in the time of deep affliction which 
thou knoweſt not how ſoon may come upon thee. May the Al; 
mighty guide thee, O King, by his counſel, while here, and when 
time to the. (hall be no more, mayeſt thou be admitted into the 
kingdom of glory, 

And ye Miniſters, ye ſervants of the King, in whom the 
bowels of compaſſion have rolled towards theſe ſtrangers in the 
land of captivity and ſlavery, be ye ſtrengthened with might in the 
inward man, let your hands be ſtrong in this good work, the Lord 
is on your ſide, no weapon while you are moving under the in- 
flience of his power ſhall prevail againſt you, the bleſſing of the 
everlaſting hills ſhall attend you, your bow ſhall be made ſtrong, 
your hand and your arm ſhall be ſtrengthened by the Hands of 
the mighty God of Jacob, and your branches ſhall! ſpread over 
the walls of oppoſition. —And ye Members of both Houſes of Par- 
liament, in whoſe hearts the Lord has begotten a tenderneſs, ard 
who have been raiſed up to plead the cauſe of the afflicted captives, 
let your hands be ſtrong in the Lord, go ye forward under the 
influence of the mighty power of God, and he will give you vic- 
tory over this wicked mercileſs ſpirit which has ariſen from the 
centre of the bottomleſs pit of the kingdom of darkneſs, the ha- 
bitation of evil rebellious ſpirits, who have revolted from God and 
become utter enemies to his kingdom of mercy, light and love. 
May the Lord give you a heart to execute his will, in relieving 
and letting the oppreſſed go free and proclaiming liberty to the 
captive, for the day of redemption and of deliverance draweth nigh. 
Receive this meſſage, which my great Lord and good maſter has 
given me in commiſſion to deliver unto you; he is willing to enter 
into coyenant with you that are in authority, and to treat you as 
his friends; he is the King of Kings, he bringeth down and he 
raiſeth up kings, he buildeth and pulleth down, he planteth and 
plucketh up at his pleaſure; the kingdoms of this world ate at 
his diſpoſal, he giveth and taketh away as it ſeemeth good in his 


ſight; let the inhabitants of this nation, both high and low, rich 


and poor, tremble before him, before whom all nations are but as 
the drop of a bucket; he formed the mountains, he created the 
winds, he declareth unto man what his thoughts are, he treadeth 
upon the high places of the earth, the Lord God of the Armies 
of Iſrael is his name. 

Time would fail me to ſet forth the miraculous works of the 
Almighty ; he worketh wonders both in the heavens above and in 


the earth beneath, there are no bounds unto his power, unto his 
holy protection. , 1 
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I defire to leave both King and Princes and the Members of 
both Houſes of Parliament, — bid them farewell.
